The  various  varieties  of  cow  peas  are  showing  themselves,  plainly,  adapted  to 
growing  conditions  throughout  all  Oklahoma.  Planting  season  from  May  to  middle 
of  July  gives  ample  opportunity  for  a  seed  and  feed  crop.  Soy  beans  for  best  results 
should  be  planted  early;  say  from  March  1st  to  April  15th.  Sweet  Clover  gives  best 
stand  results  by  planting  during  March  and  April.  Alfalfa  should  be  planted  as 
soon  as  all  danger  of  heavy  freeze  or  frost  is  over.  Austrian  Winter  Peas  are  show¬ 
ing  up  in  great  shape  and  we  think  will  prove  themselves  one  of  the  coming  new 
crops  of  this  section.  They  are  planted  only  in  the  fall  at  wheat  sowing  time.  All 
these  crops  should  be  inoculated  with  “Nitragin.”
